DR. BLACK HAS

Law Professor Is Unable to 
Return to Work Here After 
Narrow Escape from Death 
Near Tiifin, Ohio 

Dr. Forrest R. Black, of the Col- 
lege of Law, narrowly escaped death 
last Thursday afternoon in an auto- 
mobile accident near Tiffin, Ohio. 
Dr. Black, who had been visiting his 
mother at Tiffin, was driving near 
that city when his machine left the 
highway as the result of a broken 
steerin/gear. Tho ear went over an 
embankment, overturning several 
times, before striking a telephone 
pole against which the top was torn 
off. It finally came to a halt, up- 
side down, in a shallow creek There 
it caught fire, and was completely 
destroyed. 

Dr. Black escaped from the burn- 
ing wreckage before the flames 
reached hlak Be auSered a deep 
cut in the leg and an Injured knee. 

A letter received Tuesday from 
Dr. Black by Dean Alvin E. Evans 
of the Law school stated that he 
would be unable to walk for about 
a week, but was improving and hop- 
ed to be able to return to the Uni- 
voraity soon. His wife ii with him 
at hla mother'sJiome.

The people are descended from 
farmers. Dutch and English, who 
trekked through from the Trans- 
\aal and the Free State. Some of 
the Englishmen hailed from Aua- 
traMB, iBtlaBd and Maw Kaaland as 
well. All were in fair elreumatanees 
before coming: Indeed, the country 
could not carry a large population 
as yet. nor could it offer scopie for 
those of slender means Mining in- 
dustries may spring up some day, 
but so far prospecting has not mel 
with any great nioMaa. Hw eblaf 
occupation at present Is with cattle. 
FV>r agriculture on a payable scale 
there is little chance until irrigation 
facilities are belter attainable. The 
soils are rich — red. chocolate-brown 
and black— and many small crops 
are grown in the gardens In favor- 
able years. 

There is a minimum of rain, but 
the trees and bushes and the grass 
are always refreshing green, for 
breeaes are constantly veering on 
the high plateau. Light gusts blow 
over tnm both Atlantic and Indian 
Oceans, or aophyrs from the veld 
in the south. Hie sun's heat is di-

New Plane Beacon 

Is Sugr^rested by 
"Lindy's" Remark 

One of the newest developments 

in aviation lighting can be traced 
directly to Col. Charles A Llnd- 
berg. Overhearing a remark made 
by "Lindy," when he visited the 
General Electric company's re- 
search laboratory last summer, that 
to him "flashtng mado bar lha poles 
of trolley ears are noticeable when 
flying In a dence fog, even though 
other lights are not distiryruish- 
able " Dr. Irving Langmuir. assistant 
director of the laboratory set about 
experimenting with apparatus 
which would produoe such a flash. 

E x ps ri ms Btt i sao H ad in tha boUd- 
ing an electric flasher, of a new 
type Flashing of code signals by 
thr light will guard aviators against 
the possible error they might make 
in mistaking a trolley flash for the 
beacon, and by a definite plan of 
airport signals, will inform the flyer

University Budget 
For Archaeoloi^cal 
ReMevdi It DMiMed 

In rrcoKnitlon of thr work which 
thr University of Kentucky Is doing 
in the behalf of a r c h aeo l ogy, the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washing- 
ton, D. C, has announced that they 
will duplicate dollar for dollar, any 
appropriation made by tbe Unir er- 
sity for the contlnuatiOM if MMl re- 
search In Kentucky. 

This means that Doctor Piink- 
hou,srr and Profes.sor Wrbb will 
have twice as much money to spend 
for excavaUona this aoauner than 
they have fver had before and will 
be able to explore a larger number 
of sites. 

The funds allowed by the govern- 
ment may be used only for the em- 
ployment of labor and machinery 
In the field and cannot be used for 
salaries or for publication of find- 
ings. 

The University has l)een able to 
allow only a anall budget for this 
purpoae beeanae of limited finances. 
The duplication of this budget by 
the United Statea govemnient is 
not only a great assistance to the 
archaeologists but is a distinct com- 
pliment to the value of the work 
which Is being done by the Univer- 
sity. 

Professors Webb and Punkhouser 
are planning to spend part of this 
summer in the eastern mountains 
of the state investigating rock shel- 
ters and the re mainder tt the t ime 
in weatern KentMlQr OMplMlhl 
dian mounds.
